Mrs. Lucinda B, Chandler: Why the 
“bonds of love?” Lovel Froo love! and 
I can conceive of no other, ias no 
"Lond," but is that involuntary, exquis- 
ite going out,of ono ego for another, 
that all of us have more or less folt, 
but which no one can fully describe. 

To feel this love, and freely manifest 
it to ita object, is onoo? tho highest, 
most sacred prerogatives of the ego. If 
the object of this lovo happens to boa 
woman, or maiden, und freely responds 
thereto, and hecomes a mother in conse- 
qnonce, she surrenders no part of hor 
selthood, The love that binds her to 
the new life does not involve asurrender 
of the prerogative of tho ego, 

In giving sustenanceto her child, the 
mothor derives pleasure. Her nct then 
is purely egoistico. Therefore, in the 
Conception, gestation, nud nursing of 
{he child, there3s no surrender of the 
ego on the part of the mother, Nor do 
the natura] relations, in any of the asso- 
cintions of life, involve the surrender of 
thoego. Such surrender comos only ns 
a result of artificial relations, The 
union of man and woman is not a bond, 
but the spontaneous nct of two egos,

to this doseof despotism will ono vu 
ago its more frequent repetition in the 
immediate future. 

We declara that a government that 
hangs men for the expression of thoir 
political opinions deserves the worst opi- 
thets that it is possible to putinto words, 
The State of Ilimois is about to hang 
seven men for the exprossion of thelr pos 
litical opinions, No wonder that tho 
judge who was called upon to announce 
tho finding of the suprema court in the 
anarchist caso Jost command of his 
varco nud performed his duty with tho 
greatest emotion. Probably lo renlized 
what evorlusting diagraco ho waa to put 
upon the State, and the censure which 
the future would provounco on all who 
took part in the contemplated judicial 
murder of Spies and his companions. 
Perhaps the judge saw himself banging 
by the neck in obedienco to his own iue 
ferpretation of the law, shoul chance 
put executive power into other handa. 
It ia not recorded by the enemies of the 
condemned that they exbibited any such 
emotion ou hearing thoir  sontonce ns 
Justice Magrudor exhibitel in pro- 
nouncing it, but possibly, after experi- 
encoin jail, actual death Beema lors tere 
rible to a convict than tho thonght of it 
does to n. comfortably kept judgo on the 
bench; souscience too mity mako some 
difference, avd tholife of the average 
drudgo, in Chicago or elsewhere, is 
vienediys tone renen tod t mk 4 
thoughtful man contemptuous of so 
brief a discomfort ag death. 

Thero are personal saympnthies in the 
case which appeal somewhat to the soft 
sido of human nature, but which do not 
weighin «determining the question of 
justice. Nina Von Zandt Spica, heroio 
woman and devoted lover, stande bo- 
fore us with tears in her eyes anda 
white, drawn face, Probably her awn 
fair nec has felt the clutch of the exo- 
entioner with a thousand times the hor. 
ror of actual experience. Thora aro 
other wives nud some children in tho 
tragedy to whom lovo is n more im- 
portant consideration than Jaw, just 
now, and they stand out to remind na 
that Hato enthronod has loftin the world 
no place for Lovo te lay its head. But 
we appeal only to the sense of justice 10 
mankind, Six mon on the gallows 
in freo America for injniicious ox- 
pression of their honost opinions, 
afford n spectaclo to the world which 
needs no docorntion to bo impressive, 
Be it snid for us that we protested aud for 
this Pross that it called on humanity to 
protest againat the horrible injustice, 
And we ery ont agninst it to tbo Jast, 
bowover hopelessly .— W'insted (Conn,)

WE STAND UPON OUR RIGHTS, 


The right and necessity of fear- 
less investigation of all subjects 
which are of human interest can- 
not bo insisted upon too frequently 
nor tod strongly. No man who has 
a proper respect for truth and the 
dignity of his manhood will consent 
that any “authority,” any man or 
any body of men, shall dictate to 
him his studies or forbid him to 
communicate, cither orally or by 
the written or printed page, the dis- 
coveries and conclusions resulting 
therefrom, to any man or woman 


who desires to learn regarding 
them. There can be no possible 


safety for learning if the citizen 
consents to the abridgement of his 


rights in this particular, no matter |th 


how plausiblo may be the pretext 
under which it is sought to submit 
him, to a censorship, 

Mrs, Slenker and ourselves havo 
given considerablo time and thought 
to this problem of tho relations of tho 
sexcs, Mrs, Slenker especially has 
devoted herself to the task of 
ventilating tho abuses that shelter 
themselves under existing customs 
and institutions, and she has a theo- 
ry of continence which, while not 
accepted by the writer of this, has 
in it elementa of truth, and is inno 
way provocative of unhealthful in- 
dugenee, in fact, its practicaliza- 
tion would limitassociation to tho 
perpetuation of tho species, 

Lucivrr has nover exceeded its 
right in the discussion of these so~ 
cial and domostic problems; the ar- 
rest of its editors and publishers was 
a gross outrage, and the longer this 
baseless charge is held over their 
heads, the longer they are suspend- 
ed on tho tenter-hooks of doubt and 
auxiety, subjected to loss of prec 
ious time and hard-earned money, 
tho moro deep and inexeusablo is 
the injury done them, tho 
fouler the crime against them bo- 
comes, 

We have invaded the rights of 
none; wo hayesoughtonly toascertain 
and publish tho truth, and we havo 
steadily maintained tho right of wo- 
men to be free from all attentions and 
associations not acceptable to them, 
In short, wo hold that knowledge, 
right and ian can bo born only of 
untrammeled investigation “and 
freo Alzcussion, und that rape is ale 
ways a crime, no matter how closely 
the parties may be related, legally. 

This is our“offense,” only this and 
pore inore, and this is America 
in which we aro harried by tho 
agents of tho law for attending to 
our own business and doing our 
lainest duty as men and citizens. 

ot wo alone, but the institutions 
Which in our persons striko down 
human rights, equity, honor, liber- 
ty, will be on trial at Leavenworth, 
What shall bo tho verdict in. that 
court we do not know; what the 
verdict of the enlightencd and hus 
manized futuro will bo wo do know, 
and to that higher court, we, in ealm 
assurance of acquittal there, appeal 
our cause, W. 


In speaking of the workings of 
Marire 
the Prohibition laws of Iowa the 
Nansns City Times, in a lending edi- 
torial, has this to say: 

For cold brutality, and the deflanco of eve 
ery individant right supposed to bo guarnn- 
teod by the coustitution, the Iowa prohibi- 
tionisca na n tenes excel à. band of savages 
‘They have the courts-always the tirat Lo hg- 
come dobauched and fawning under n dgs- 
poter, A political Jadgo, ora judge given 
over to any eroed, combination or factfin, 
a the most abject creatare alive in any freo 
country, yet Iowa is ersmmed with (hun, 
and they belong as much to the prohibition 
Juggernaut as though they were parta nud 
parcels of tho yeritable and original Jagger- 
naut itsele, 


The Vines arraignment of thoso 
oflicials is no less scathing, no less 
denunciatory than the arraignment 
of the Chicago oflicials for similar 
offenses, by the socialistic labor pa- 
pers of the country. ‘Take this ns a 
further specimen: 

The officers of the law—a paid or hired 
band of thugs, rognos and rufliana--nrged 
on by tha prolnbition fanatics, bave com- 


mittod outrages on citizens which long ngo 
should have Jed to bloodshed, 


“Should have led to bloodshed!” 
Here the right and duty of reaist- 
ance to “the oflicers of the law” by 
the citizen, is plainly inculeated. 
And yet this same Kansas City 
Times hus been one of iho most 
clamorous of nll the prominent dai- 
lies, in its demands forthe execution 
of the Chicaga Seven. who nre now 
sentenced to death because of their 
supposed connection with tho kill- 
ing of a fow policemen who were 
making an unlawful attack upon a 
peaceable assetubly of citizens, 

To illustrate the working of the 
Iowa Prohibition law, this instance 
is given: 

At Des Moines a. constablo named Potts 
Mogally entored the house of a citizen whose 


wife, in the last stages of consumption, lay 
upon her death-bed. Ho forced his way in- 
to the house to soarch for liqsor, which, be 
claimed, was concealed therein. The hos- 
band rose up ta defend his home, the con. 
stable shot him nnd thé wife died of tho 
shock in less than an hour! And what 
became of the brute who thus killed a wo- 
man and tried to kil a man? Wasa hue 
and cry raised against him, and did the peo- 
ple purane him as they would any other mad 
dog, and put him todeath? Instead, the 
contrary was donohim. Ho was taken for 
f Bham trialbefore a jadge who was a vio. 
lent prohibitioniat, and who waa elected to 
his office by bigota and fanatica,  Promin- 
ent prohibitionista applauded the devil's 
work of the constable, and when the judge 
asked the prosecuting attorney to dismisa 
ihe cose nnd was refused, he dismissed it 
hil maelf and discharged the prisoner. 


f this were an isolated case of 
the abuse of power it would 
be bad enough in all conscience, 
but according to the Chicago Herald 
at sent a correspondent to Iowa 
"to search out the doings of the 
prohibitionista and report them just 
as they are and have been," such 
scenes as the ono just described, 
are of “constant occurrence, and 
that too among respectable, intelli- 
gent nnd civilized people.” 

The Times advises the pecple of 
Towa, “if worst comes to worst,” to 
organize vigilance committees “to 
keep outof their homes the thugs 
who are hired to waylay them, and 
the spies who are hired to swear 
them into jail.” 

Let the Zines boware! Under the 
ruling of Judge Gary and the Su- 
preme court of Illinois, to counsel 
resistance to tho officers of law, is 
à crime punishable with death!

ELIMINATION, 
On Friday evening Moses lIull 
opened the meeting hero with the 
“American Sphinx,” or How 
ean Frevo Institutions be Maintained 
andPerpetuated—in which address ho 
showed us the dangers that now 
threaten Liberty and even. civiliza- 
tion in America. On Saturday ev- 
ening he gave us the complement to 
this—the other side of the picture, 
viz "Tho New Republic, or the Re- 
publie, that isto be” These two 
facture ought to be published in 
pamphlet form and sown broadenst 
over the land, wherever men and 
women nro. to be found who will 
rend and fhink. These lectures 
show, ina manner more conclusive 
than las ever — been shown, so 
far as wo know, that we have never 
yet had n republic, even in form, 
while the spirit and substance have 
been constantly nnd everywhere 
denied, violated, nullified ànd out- 
raged. ‘They show that while claim- 
ing to be a republic our government 
has been simply n diluted monarchy 
—athinly disguised aristocracy or 
oligarchy. . Tho methods of auiend- 
mentand reform proposed by tha 
speaker nro simple, easily compre- 
hentel, and, withsl, eminently prac- 
tienl, provided—ah, there's. the rub! 
How sad it is that there should be 
so large an IF 1n the way!—provid- 
ed that the people, the masses of the 
people, could have intellirence 


enough and manly independence 
enough to put these methods into 
execution. 

Among the methods of reform and 
reconstruction recommended are 
these: 

1. Total abolition of the present 
metliod of electing public servants by 
caucusesand nominating conventions 
—all officials, of whatever sort, to be 
elected by direct vote of the people 
—women as well as inen. 

2. The law-making power to be ex- 
ercised by the people themselves, the 
real sovereigns, not by their ser- 
vants in congress or any other leg- 
islative body. Congressmen could 
then only recommend the enactment 
of laws. The people must vote upon 
them before they became such. 
This would take the veto power out 
of the hands of the president; and, 
since all olHicers are to be elective, 
the appointive power would also be 
taken from him, and thus, his occu- 
tion being gone, the office. of presi- 
dent would be abolished, For the 
same reasons the Senate would also 
be abolished, 


These are a few only of the re- 
forms recommended nnd most ably 
defended by the speaker. Autono- 
mists and Anarchists will of course 
demaud the climination of many 
more of the despotic features inher- 
ent in our present governmental 
system, They will demand tho ab- 
olition of compulsory taxation, even 
for defense in time of war; aboli- 
tion of legal tender money, and 
therefore, abolition of compulsory 
payment of debts; abolition of the 
assumed right of majoritics to co- 
eree minorities—~in short, they 
would demand the abolition of all 
authoritarian systems by means of 
which men assume to govern their 
fellowmen. But while these de- 
mands rest upon an impregnable 
foundation of right,truth and justice, 
it is very evident that the people are 
not ready to accede to them 
and meantime, we think it wiso to 
work for the abolitions that are prac- 
ticable.This we think we can do with- 
out quy surrender of basie principles. 
If we cannot, at once, break alt the 
cords that now bind us we can, per- 
haps, break them one at a time. 
Elimination of despotic forms and 
principles is betfer--safer and more 


permanent—than revolution, IT. J

Speak your deepest, truest, con— 
victions, or keep silent Detter not 
teach at all than to consciously mis- 
teach, Itis easierto writo on the 
blank page than on tho blotched 
one, so if you cannot writa on the 
human brain what is your highest 
conception of truth, trite nothing; 
leavo a clean sheetfor others, Don't 
follow the example of tho Proteste 
ants and render those who listen to 
you incapable of logical thinking 
by trying to teach them to attempt 
the impossiblo task of reconciling 
tho irreconcilable—Liberty and Des- 
potism, Individuality and Authority,

So far thore can be no disputing the fact 
that the I, W, P, A, is thoroughly Anarchist- 
ic. 

But it is clalmed, by some, that in ndvo- 
eating revolution and expropriation—that 15, 
in proposing to overthraw tho present social 
system by force—they are not Anarchists 
but governmentaliste, Forco, it is asserted, 
isthe opposito of Anarchy, of Individual 
Liberty, Thisistrueif force is initiative, 
but when used to overthrow tyranny 
nnd injasiice itis uot initiative, but defens. 
ive, Tyranny is itself force, it is nn invasion 
of the rights of individuals, and ihe invaded 
have a right to resist by any and all monns 
within their power. Ihold, then, that it is 
not inconsistent with Anarchism to advocate 
the forcible overthrow of tyranny, On tho 
contrary, in my opinion, those who proposo 
ultra passive, non-resistant mensurea of de~ 
fense nro not truo Anarchists. So far nas 
they adopt this peaceful policy for them- 
selves, they may be consistent, but when 
they prescribe it for othera—tliat. is to say— 
when they dictate to the invaded; what 
method they may or may not adopt to roeist 
invasion—then they assume an attitude of 
authority utterly inconsistent with .Anarch- 
istic principles, As to Expropriation, itis 
but a form of resistance to tyranny; it means 
tho overthrow of all. artificial barriera thal 
staud in the way of man's freo necoss to the 
soil and prevent lig exercising tho absolnie 
right to labor, and to utilize the various fa 
cilities, iuventions and appliances compris- 
ing the general machinery of production, the 
result of the combined labor af the present 
and many past generations, In other words, 
Expropriation means that, ‘Tho tools shalt 
belong to tho toilers, tho prodact to the pro- 
ducers.” 

Who, at present, own and control the 
means of exietence—tho resources of naturo 
and means of production? The privileged 
few—capitaliste, landlords, specolators, ex- 
ploitera, robbers. I have yet to learn that 
tha recovery of stolon wealth, even by force, 
is contrary to individaal liberty, It is true, 
force, in resisting oppreasion is not always 
practicable, politic, or expedient, or ita nd. 
yoeacy prudent, but that is not the Issuc,—- 
‘The question is~is it right? In view of the 
tact that tyranta and exploiters have abso- 
lutely no rights that tho oppressed and de- 
spoiled nre bound to respect, wo are war- 
ranted in making the assertion that the use 
of force, to overthrow tyranny, js overy- 
whera nud atall thnes jnstitinble. In eon- 


clusion, as the eiglit condemned Socinlista of 
Chicnge are (or were) inembers of the In. 
ternational Working Peoples’ Asaocintion,

Dowt Like “Restratament,’? 


Editors Lucifer: There issomething so ri- 
diculous about the manner in which certain 
fastidious Anarchists busy themselves look- 
ingup new and unobjectionnble termate 
suit hair eplitters, that Iam constrained to 
write a few worda in comment thereon. 

Noarly a year and nhalf ago the world 
was startled by the event of the Haymarket. 
It was currently stated and believed that 
the tragedy was the result ot Anarchist- 
Jo teachings, ond it was known that the ora- 
tors on that occasion were Anarchtets, 
Straightway Anarchy became the synonym 
for every species of crime, while the believ- 
ers in and advocates of that doctrine were 
looked upon asthe embodiment of every- 
thing that was depraved nnd vicious, The 
beasts of property everywhere howled for 
the blood of the devoted men who had fallen 
into their hands, Even the friends of radical- 
lem, aye, even some Anarchists, joined in 
the hua andery,and wore loud in their de- 
nuncialion of ihe men who had become vic- 
tims of capitalistic fury and hate. Anarchy, 
then, having become for the time boing a 
stench in the nostrils of respectability, a 
leading Anarchistic journal, not able or 
willing to stand the pressure brought to bear 
upon it by its eminently respectable rendera, 
immediately foresworethe name Anarchy, 
aud became instead nu energetic expounder 
of “Autonomy.” Autonomy was a mild 
term; its vagueness (to ihe masses) being 
probably its chief recommendation. It was 
asort of back door entrance to Anarchy, 
Not oneing thousand would suppose that 
the zneaning of the two terms was identical; 
unless, iudeed, they took tho trouble toin- 
quire, when they were told that, inasmuch as 
the men nt the llaymarket had disgraced 
Anarchy, it was found necessary to change 
theterm to the less objectionable one of 
“Autonomy,” 


And now comes another of those fastidi- 
one Auarchisis who cannot benr tho stigma 
thatís attached to a plain-meaning term, 
but must cudgel his brains for one ofa 
more rolined and gonteel character, a sort of 
aristocratic word as it were; ono thut will 
convey the same idea in a less objectionable 
form, Ono “Fenwick” writes a communi- 
cution td Lucirks to tho effect that, inas- 
mach as some kind of social organization 
for restraint will be necessary for the sin- 
ners (it is prosumod he is one of the right- 
cons ones himself) for a long time to como, 
heo ts in favor of calling it the ‘Restrain. 
ment,” ‘This is characterized as a brilliant 
idoa by the editor of Lucirer, who dectares 
that it is tho terin for wluch he and other An- 
archists have long been scatching, And why? 
Woll, it is presumed that tho term “re- 
straint’? has become objectlouable on ac- 
count of the unarchistic act which it implies 
in the bourgoois system which now prevaila. 
Restraint is a bad word. It 1s a forcible re- 
minder of coercion, force, bolts and bars, 
masters and slavos, and the weak oppressed 
by the strong. Therefore it has become 
objectionable to a certain class of hair-split- 
tora. Not that the act itself is particularly 
objectionable, apparently, but it was found 
nocesary to invent a new aud softer-sound- 
ing term to describe tho act when done by 
Anarchists; (perhaps I should say Autono. 
misis} a sort of aristocratic high sounding 
word of vaguo meaniug; hence the term 
“reatrainment.’? 


Tho whole thing tome seems ridicnlous, 
Just imagine a fow spotless Individuals con- 
stituting tliomselvos asa committes to de- 
cide what tho morals of the commanity shall 
bo. Suchand sucha manhas been guilty 
of adultery; thorofore apply the "restrain- 
mont," Anothor man has broken some 
other petly law; therofore put the “restrain. 
ment" on hün—like you would a straight- 
jacket. Still another is a poresvering rebel, 
and will not obey any of your lawe—and this 
ju au Anarchistia stato of society too, re- 
meombor~—so give him a dose of *'restrnin- 
ment,” 

itis my firm. opinion that, so long as re- 
straint 13 necessary, the machinery will be in 
the hands of 4 government; and a Govern. 
mont with n big G, ioo, and there will be 
mighty little discrimination of terms to ex- 
prosa the samo idea, We will not have An- 
nrchy until the people have learned that they 
can live nnd prosper without government, 
and when that happy period arrives 
there will bo precious littio need for “re- 
stramiment.’? 

It certainly does not look very well for 
Anarchista to vo prating about restraint, 
clothe it in whalever terms you may. Ro- 
straint or ‘“rostrainmont,”’ it is all ono; it 
moans simply that a class ehall be precem- 
jnent; that a system of espionage aud of 
force shall prevail. Auarchy and restraint 
don’t eound well together. One is the vory 
opposite of the otner, and softening the 
terminto “restrainment” does not help tho 
matter a particle. Aslongas we have gov- 
ernment we shail kare restraint; when An- 
archy becomes a possibility liberty will take 
the place of coercion, force, and every kiud 
ofiestraint. For the sake of -tnarchy, then, 
cease ephtiíng hairaabout terms, and don't 
mahoe yourselves ridiculous by using such 


high-sounding names as ‘Autonomy! and 
"Hestrammeut," Call the spade a spade, 
uot a Bhovesotte. Wat, Horurs, 
Chieago; 9-11-57.
